Mindlin v. Hurshman (1956) 6 D.L.R. 
(2d) 615 a testator left. property to his 
daughter provided she was not, at the 
date of her mother’s death, the wife of 
a Jew, but if she was such at that date, 
the property was to be held in trust 


until she ceased to be the wife of a Jew, 


whereupon it was to be given to her. 


The British Columbia Supreme Court 


held that this was not a case of an un-
